“The stern enforcement of the law re- 
quiring all physicians to report promptly 
both suspicious and actual cases of vellow 
fever has had a material effect in increas- 
ing the number of cases. [am not prepared 
to say that we are less eareful than we 
have been heretofore but now that we have 
recognized that yellow fever exists in New 
Orelans we are prepared to accept the diag- 
nosis of any reputable physician called in 
to attend a case. Perhaps oceas‘onally a 
doctor makes an error. lI have known in- 
eminent eeaotreners ears 
‘ket rae to have a-fiee taken cowr a ter 
they had declared a case ellow fever; but 
as a rule the numerical increase of cases 
is due to the fact that we have so organ- 
‘ged our forces that the corps of the board 
of health is now so large and the activity 
of the public so much excited that few if 
any cases are escaping attention and 

report. 

ne, the poard has by no means lost con- 
trol of the situation. The cases, as @ rule, 
are mild. They are being given strict atten- 
tion. The foci are increasing but slowly. 
The disease is not spreading to any ma- 
terial extent and a large number of cases 
are being discharged daily. An epidemic is 
absolutely out of the question. New Or- 
leans is today not by any means unhealth- 
jer than it has been for several years. The 
prevailing fever has caused, in several 
weeks, not forty deaths.”

several days ago. This morning Dr. Ollti- 
phant telegraphed to Heaith Officer Swear- 
ingen appealing to that official to meet 
him in Galveston, Houston, Lake Charles 
or some other place. Dr. Olliphant was 
willing to journey to Galveston on a tug 
if necessary to meet the Texas official 
in order to explain to him that New Or- 
leans is not plague-stricken. Tonight Dr. 
Swearingen telegraphed to Dr. Olliphant 
that he would be unable to meet the 
Lauisiana health officer anywhere. The 
conference may, therefore, be considered 
off for the present. 

Dr. George said tonight that he had 
been up to his ears in work throughout 
the day. His business is to keep freight 
moving. During daylight the doctor said 
that he had started away nine cars of 
freight. These were cars containing mer- 
chandise necessary to be disinfected. 
Many other cars containing iron, hard- 
ware and similar articles, not requiring 
disinfection, were also dispatched. 

The board of trade held a mecting today 
and after discussing the progress of the 
movement toward the amelioration of ex- 
isting quarantine regulations, telegraphed 
Governor Foster: 

“T is the unanimcus sentiment of this con- 
ference that you, as the chief executive 
officer of this state, wielding an influence 
even beyond official circles and likewise in 
other states, could assist the health offi- 
cers to a large degree by your personal as 
well as official efforts to arrange for the 
conferences which under the law are nec- 


-essary to harmonious action.” 


As the governor has done everything in 
his power to bring about a conference with 
other states, it may be expected that a 
warm response will be made ly his excel- 
lency to the telegram of the merchants. 

Police Called Out. 

There was a very exciting time today at 
Magnolia and St. Andrew streets, and tne 
police force had to be called out to prevent 
a riot. Through some mistake a case of 
yellow fever had been reported by tele- 
phone as existing at a number on Magnolia 
street. The board of health sent its officers 
to nail up a flag and take charge of the 
premises. The keeper of the house pro- 
tested that no vellow fever existed there 
and a large throng which gathered backed 
her up. The police had to assist the heaith 
officials in putting up the flag. In the 
meantime the alleged patient escaped over 
a back fence. An hour after the disturb- 
ance a note was received accompanied by 
a certificate by Dr. Petit, showing that 
no fever existed at the number where the 
trouble occurred. The case was elsewhere. 

Mississippi City, which is close to Beau- 
voir. Jefferson Davis's old home, had quite 
a scare yesterday and this morning. A 
lady from New Orleans had in some man- 
ner succeeded in running the gantiet of 
the quarantine, and until she had been got 
safely out of town Mississippi City had on 
very much of a fright. The lady had re- 
cently left New Orleans.

The platform has the following to say in 
regard to the nationa! platform: 

“Ve, democrats of Greater New York, in 
mass mecting assembled, do reaffirm our 
adherence to the creed of democracy 
as set forth in the platform adopted 
by the national convention of the 
democratic party in Chicago, July 9, 
ls%; we declare our allegiance to the prin- 
ciples enunciated in that document, pro- 
nouncing them the formal expression of the 
spirit of true democracy; and we point in 
correboration of this beiief to the faet that 
mere promulgation of the doctrines 
drove from the democratic party those who 
for corrupt, mereenary or ambitious ends, 
had striven to make it a ménace to the 
rights and liberties of the people rather 
than the defender ”’ 

it declares there is no regular democratic 
candidate for mayor except Henry George 
and ‘sends greetings co the gallant ieader 
of the democratic party, William Jennings 
Bryan.” Continuing it says: 

“We declare the true purpose of gov- 
ernment ta, be the mantenance of that 
Sacred right of property which gives te 
every one opportunity to employ his labor 
and security that he shall enjoy 
its fruits; to prevent the stron:

The Other New Ministers Are Not 
Known in Official Circles in 
Washington. 


Washington, October i.—United States 


Minister Woodford has been heard from at 
last by the state department. 

A cablegram has been received from him 
dated Madrid, 7:45 last evening. address 
to Secreiary Sherman, making the foilow- 
ing announcement of the appointment of 
such officers of the new Spanish cabiiet 
as may have to do with the foreign policy 
of the 

“New ministry formed. Sagast2. presi- 
dent; Gullon, minister of state: Meret. min- 
ister of colonies. WOODFORD.” 

The composition of the new cabinet is the 
subject of considerable gossip in adminis- 
tration and diplomatic circles. It is felt 
that the three powers of the new regime, 
so far as concerns Cuban affairs, are Sa- 
gasta, Gullon and Moret, three names often 
noted in the state department records in 
connection with previous negotiations con- 
cerning indepedence, autonomy and other 
movements at the time of the last long 
Cuban war. 

Sagasta was minister of state at the time 
our secretary of state, Hamilton Fish, sent 
io the United States minister at Madric, 
Caleb Cushing, the instructions which have 
since become famous as laying down the 
policy of the United States, and the name 
of Gulion appeared signed to one of the 
Spanish answers to Minister Cushing. 
Gullon’s apparent office being that of an 
assistant minister of state. 

As minister of the colonies, it is believed 
Senor Moret will take a leading part in 
the coming Cuban negotiations. He is 
well known here, having been minister of 
state of the colontes and also of finance. 
While Moret was in the cabinet during the 
previous Cuban rebellion, his business as- 
sociate, Senor Azcarrate, came to this 
country as an envoy to effect a settlement 
with the Cubans by granting them a meas- 
ure of autonomy. 

The other new cabinet officers are not 
known to officials here. 

Captain General Weyler, on learning of 
the proposal to organize a public demon- 
stration in his honor, has esgp4cially pro- 
hibited any undertaking of the kind. To- 
day 116 of the most promiment and wealthy 
merchants and importers joined tn a cable 
message to the new premier congratulat- 
ing him upon his accession to power, recog- 
nizing his (Sagasta’s) high patriotism and 
requesting him to maintain Captain Gene- 
ral Weyler at the head of affairs in Cuba. 
“The government has 
the confidence of all the Spaniards in the 
island, who firmly believe that the plans of 
Captain General Weyler, in the excgption- 
al conditions of the case, will soon termi- 
nate the war and effect pacification.’’

Two men named Long and another member 
escaped on the night of the capture. Rafe 
Ellison, who drove the wagon in which the 
goods were hauled away from the railroad;

Another member is said to be where the 
officers can lay their hands on him at a 
moment’s notice. 

The Southern railway has been paying; 
out $1,000 a month for two or three years 
on claims for goods which were never re- 
ceived by consignees. The officers of the.

the members of the band and have kept up 
with their depredations. They were often 
confident that they could trace the stolen 
articles, but they patiently waited for proof. 
that would convict. -Every month the rob-, 
beries would be reported and the claim de-

fully $1,000 every thirty days. 

Detectives were put on the case time 
and again, but they could not get quite 
strong enough evidénce, because Bohan- 
non is intelligent and he always destroyed) 
the boxes and packages in which the’ 
stolen goods were shipped. Last spring Su- 
perintendent Vaughan put a_ detective 
named Connally on the case. Connally was: 
instructed to take his time, a year if nec. 
essary, or ten years, if he required it, to get 
conclusive proof. The detective went to 
work and after a time won the confidence 
of one of the band. Connally picked up a} 
little information month by month and 
slowly wove the web around the robbers. 
But he could not catch them in the act or’! 
with the stolen goods in their possession. 


Sends a Lieutenant Here. 

Bohannon became suspicious and deter- 
mined to play a bold card. Some time 
during the summer he sent Tom Kinne- 
man, one of his men, down to Atlanta 
to sce Superintendent Vaughan, of the 
Southern’s Atlanta and Chattanooga di- 
vision. Kinneman. called on the supertn- 
tendent and in the course of a long in- 
terview made a statement about like 
this: 

“IT am an honest, hard-working man. 
employed in a mill at Dalton. I under- 
stand that my name has heen connected 
with a gang of train robbers. These rob- | 
bers are said to have their headquarters 
at Dalton. I do not know anything about 
them and came down here to have a 
frank talk with you and assure yoy 
that I am innocent and have no knowl- 
edge at all of who do belong tu the 
bane.

HALL WILL MAKE CONCESSIONS 


SS A i ge 


Is Willing To Amend the Bil tf the 
General Plan Is Held, 


HE HAS NO LOCATION IN VIEW 


Is Only Anxious for Genuine Reform. 
The Report Goes to the Printer. 
Adams Park Is Offered as 
Good Site for the Pen- 
itentiary. 


Jt is not improbable now that the op- 
posing sides in the sub-committee of the 
jo:nt committees on penitentiary of the 
house and senate will get together on 
Friday, and that a harmonious report will 
be presented by them to the main body 
when it meets on October 25th. Represen- 
tative Hall, chairman of the house com- 
mittee, who framed the bill which the sub- 
committee has been at work on since its 
appointment and which was approved last 
Saturday, was in town yesterday in 
sultation with Senators Dunwody and 
Shropshire, of the sub-committee, Governor 
Atkinson and Judge Turner. 

Mr. Hall is by no means insistent on the 
features of his measure which are object- 
ed to by the minority, and there is good 
reason to believe that when the sub-com- 
mittee meets on Friday the bill will be put 
in such shape as to secure almost, if not 
quite, unanimous support. Practically the 
only section of the bill which forms a 
basis for the difference of opinion between 
the two sides is No. 7, but the correction of 
that will entirely eliminate No. 8. These 
are the sections which give the proposed 
prison commissioners authority to pur- 
chase land indiscriminately, either in Dade 
county or on the sea islands, or in any 
part of the state, and to employ the con- 
Victs thereon confined pretty much as they 
see fit. without positive directions as to 
the ultimate erection of a central peni- 
tentiary. 

A Harmonious Outlook. 

Senator Shropshire, who has dene most 
of the kicking against the bill, says he will 
support it if this matter is made definite. 
and the same can probably be said of 
Representatives Felder and Dodson. Chair- 
man Cook will unquestionably attach his 
name to the report, because he has been 
the pioneer of the definite idea. Represen- 
tative Thomas still has his heart set on 
buying a sea island, and it is not improb- 
able that he may present a measure to 
that effect as a minority report on his own 
account. Senator Atkinson will support 
the bill if the number of acres of land 
which the commiss‘on is empowered to 
purchase is reduced from 12.000 to 7.000. 

[t begins to look as though these conflict- 
ing opinions could be harmonized, and Mr. 
Hall said yesterday that he would gladly 
take the initiative in making any further 
-hanges in the bill that would strengthen 
it before the legislature. 

“{ think that every member of the sub- 
committee is in favor of the general plan 
and policy for a reform in our convict sys- 
tem that is laid down in the bill,”’ he said, 
“and I have no doubt that we can all get 
together on it. The only objection offerad 
is that it does not state specifically enough 
the location of the proposed penal colony, 
its size and character and the sort of em- 
ployment to which the convicts thereon 
confined shall be put. I am free to say 
that if the members can find at this time 
a limitation of the powers of the commic- 
sion in this respect that will not embarrass 
them in their work I will gladly vote with 
them to make it a part of the bill. As it 
stands today, however, it has seemed to 
me best to leave the commission  unre- 
stricted in that matter.” 

The Report Complete. 

Mr. Hall and Senators Dunwody and 
Shropshire, who were appointed by Chair- 
man Cook to write the report that will ac- 
company the bill when it is presented to 
the joint committee, concluded their la- 
bors at noon yesterday and sent their 
manuscr'pt to the printer to be put in 
type. The report is a brief one and says 
that owing to the short time in which the 
committee had to frame a bill and prepare 
a report they were unable to do much in 
the way of inspecting the various pieces of 
property offered the state for a peniten- 
tiary site. 

They refer to their Sapelo island visit 
at some length, and give a distinct boom 
to real estate in that section of Georgia by 
complimenting the agricultural advantages 
of Sapelo and sounding its praises as a 
health resort. The tenor of the report is 
not favorable to the placing of the con- 
victs on Sapelo or any other sea island, 
even, except possibly Little Cumberland, 
owing to their size, inaccessibility and the 
amount of money necessary to put them 
in proper shape. All the other pieces of 
property offered the state are catalogued 
without other comment than the descrip- 
tions furnished by owners or agents.

HON. W. W. GORDON, CHATHAM. 
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Makes an Interesting Suggestion in 
Reference to the Convict Question. 
Savannah, Ga., October 4, 1897.—Editor 

Constitution: In common with all the citi- 
zens of the state I have been reading from 
day to day The Constitution's full reports 
of the legislative committee which has been 
seeking a solution of the question of the 
employment of the state convicts at the 
expiration of the convict leases. 

As numerous suggestions have been vo!- 
unteered for their consideration, ] am sur- 
prised that no one has suggested the meth- 
od adopted by California and (1 believe) 
by Massachusetts, which has proved such 
a success that it is under consideration for 
adoption in New York. 

In bulletin No. 17 of the United States 
department of agriculture (pages 45 to 52) 
Washington, 189, is printed an address on 
“Road Building in the United States,’’ by 
General Roy Stone, special agent in charge 
of office of road inquiry, United States de- 
partment of agriculture, in which this 
method is explained. 

He says: 

“The plan proposed for this is-in sub- 
stance as follows: First, for the state to 
buy or lease some of the territory which 
contains the best quarries of road material 
within its limits; second, to make the nec- 
essury railroad connections, having first 
secured the permanent agreement of ali its 
leading railroad companies to carry road 
material at the cost of hauling, on condi- 
tion, if required, of the state furnishing to 
them a certain amount of track ballast free 
of charge or at the cost price; third, hav- 
ing created the necessary buildings and 
provided the best machinery for quarrying 
and crushing rock, to bring all able-bodied 
State convicts and put them at this work; 
fourth, the counties to put their jail pris- 
oners and tramps at the work of graaing, 
draining and preparing the road for ma- 
cadamizing; fifth, the state) to furnish 
broken stone free on board cars as its con- 
tribution to road improvement. 

“The cost to the state, in addition to the 
maintenance and guarding of convicis 
would be only that of tue! and oil, exp.o- 
sives and use of machinery. or, accoraing 
to the Massachusetts commission's report, 
06.8 cents per cubic yard of broken stone, 
amounting, for the 1,200 cubic yards _ re- 
quired to lay a single track road nine feet 
wide and eight inches deep, to 7i.6v. 

“The remaining cost would be the rail- 
road freight, amounting, ‘for an average 
distance of 100 miles, to not morg than 28 
cents per mile; the wagon haul, eraging 
possibly 21¢ miles, 30 cents per yard, or 
$360 per miles, and the rolling, superintend- 
ence and incidenta’s (not including engi- 
neering, which would be a general county 
charge) 10 cents per cubic yard, making the 
total local cost 68 cents per cubic yard, or 
$815 per mile. 

“This plan would bring the expense of 
road improvement so low that no eiaborate 
necessary, and all its benefits couid be 
scheme of taxation or borrowing would be 
speedily and universally realized. 

‘Many of the states are now arranging 
to establish supply camps at which state 
convicts can be worked under proper re- 
strictions. California especially wili profit 
by this chafige; the state prison grounds 
at Folsom contain an excellent vein of 
trap rock and crushing rock; there are 700 
or 800 idle convicts in the pmson who could 
all be employed in this manner, and the 
prison. authorities find that they can pre- 
pare road material and put it on the cars 
for 2 cents a cubic yard, and pay all the 
expenses of the prison out or the receipts. 

“Many railroads have already offered to 
transport material for the bare cost of 
train service, and probably most of the 
railroads in the country would be willing 
to make such an arrangement, for they 
are naturally interested in the improve- 
ment of the highways.”’ 

It appears from the above that the prison 
authorities in California find that ‘they 
can prepare road material and put it on the 
ears for 20 cents a cubic yard and pay all 
the expenses of the prison out of the re- 
ceipts.”’ 

This seems reasonable tf, according to the 
Massachusetts commission’s report, “the 
actual cost is only six and eight-tenths 
cents per cubie yard.” 

If such a method of utilizing the convicts 
were adopted {t would be well to incorpo- 
rate in the plan another suggestion of 
General Stone, that the locations more dis- 
tant from the source of supply, and thus 
having to pay more railroad freight, should 
be charged by the state a smaller sum for 
the road material than those having less 
freight to pay, and thus equalize the cost 
to each community in the state be. anc 
making it, so nearly as practicable, the 
same.

10 HAUL THE DEAD 


Sale of Hollywood Cemetery Brings Up 
a Unique Fight. . 


BREACH OF CONTRACT CHARGED 
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President Simmons, of Trolley Line, 
Takes Off Funeral Car. 


FARES TO HOLLYWOOD NOW TEN CENTS 


He Says the Cemetery Company Broke 
Faith and He Will Not Aid-.in 
Building the Cemetery. 


The funeral car which has been trans- 
porting the caskets and mourners from 
the city to Hollywood cemetery will be 
taken off this morning and no further 
funerals will be accommodated by the man- 
egement of the Collins Park and Belt Rail- 
road Company. 

This announcement was made yesterday 
at 1 o’clock in front of the courthouse 
door, when Receiver C. M. Curran began 
the auction of Hollywood cemetery. Quite 
a@ crowd had congregated about the door 
when Receiver Curran read the order of 
court authorizing the sale of the cemetery, 
which is located on the Chattahoochee car 
line. Just before the bids were opened 
Colonel C. J. Simmons, president of the 
railroad company, said he had an an- 
nouncement to make. . 

Not only will the funeral car be aban- 
dorned by the railroad company, but, be- 
ginning with this morning, the five-cent 
fare from the eity to the cemetery will be 
discontinued and a fare of 10 cents will be 
charged, commencing this morning when 
the first car leaves the power house. 

The announcement that was made yes- 
tercday was the result of a business trade 
which was not consummated as at first 
agreed upon, claims 
He says he and Mr. W. A. Baker, the 
original incorporators of Hollywood, enter- 
ed into a contract when they dissolved 
partnership by which he was to have title 
to fourteen acres of the property as his 
interest. He says this fourteen acres was 
mortgaged to a building and loan associa- 
tion with the other property, and now he 
dees not propose to build up the cemetery 
with his car line if he does not receive his 
property. The fourteen acres were sold 
yesterday with the rest of the property, 
and the announcement of the railroad com- 
pany immediately went into effect. 
President Simmons’s Announcement. 

The announcement read by . President 
Simmons yesterday is as follows: 

“Notice is hereby given to all persons 
who contemplate bidding on the property 
to be sold by the rec@iver, that the Collins 
Park and Belt Railroad Company, a cor- 
poration of Fulton county, Georgia, and 
which company holds under the Atlanta 
and Chattahoochee River Railway Compa- 
ny, is in possession of the right of way 
through the lands described in the adver- 
tisement for the sale of the property about 
to be offered for sale, and has been in pos- 
session of the same for some five or six 
years,, under a claim of right and as the 
owner of the right of way. the same being 
fifty feet wide, that is, twenty-five feet on 
either sidé of the center between the tracks. 
Said company holds the title to said right 
of way by a writing and its title to said 
property is good as against the Hollywood 
Cemetery Company and as against 
Eady and Mayfield, and as against W. A. 
Baker and is good as against the world. 

“Notice is still furter given 
this date on the Collins Park and Belt Rail- 
wey Company will transport no more fu- 
nerals and will not ‘haul a corpse on its 
cars to said Hollywood cemetery or elSe- 
where, that the fares to the Hollywood 
cemetery from the city of Atlanta will be 
that the fares from the far end 
of this company’s line, viz, from Iceville 
to ‘ithe cemetery will be 5 cents. This com- 
pany did agree at one time with W.. A. 
Baker, or rather the Atlanta and Chatta- 
hooehee Railway Company. under whieh 
company this company holds title to said 
property, did at one time agree with said 
Raker that if said Baker wou!d convey to 
Cc. J. Simmons, the president of said 
company, fourteen acres of the sand bot- 
tom lying next to and contiguous to Proc- 
tor’s creek, that the railroad company 
would furnish transportation to its passen- 
gers from the city of Atlanta to Holly- 
wood cemetery at the rate of 5 cents a pas- 
senger, and would furnish a funeral car, 
that is a ear upon which a corpse could be 
transported, allowing the persons engag- 
ing the car to load the car with passengers 
also, at a sum not exceeding $15 per car. 
The company has earried out the '§ agree- 
ment in good faith to this date; but in same 
way the said Baker has managed to give a 
Hen upon said property, and the owffers 
of the balance. of the cemetery property 
subject to the lien, and the creditors of said 
company refuse to allow said Simmons to 
rave the fourteen acres of bottom land: 
for that reason this notice is given and 
for that reason the Collins Park and Belt 
Railway Company wil! not in the future 
carry the remains of any deceased person 
to the cemetery.” 

Cemetery Goes at Auction. 

The bidding for the cemetery was iively 
and exciting, several Muaing bids rapidly. 
The first sum bid was $5,000 and in a few 
moments the price went to $10.000, where it 
lingered a few moments, finally being 
knocked down to Mr. J. W. Smith, of 
Gainesville, who, it i!s said, bought the 
property in the interest of the creditors. 

“The company will be improved and de- 
veloped,’ said Mr. Smith yesterday after 
the sale,”’ and we will spend a good deal 
of money on the property. We will see 
that the owners of iots on the premises are 
taken care of in the matter of transnorta- 
tion to and from the city.”’

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The ‘railroads have been notified that 


Alabama will let all empty cars from At- 
lanta enter the state without being disin- 
fected. Cars loaded in Atlanta are still 
barred. Loaded cars passing through At- 
lanta are admitted into Alabama. 

The rallway officials here were fecling 
much better yesterday morning. Ihe frost 
in the morning was hailed as the destroy- 
er of fever germs, if any have escaped 


the formaldehyde. 

It is considered only 
few days now when Alabama will lift her 
wh@le quarantine against this city. The 
low temperature prevailing for ten days 
past chilled germs into inactivity, if any 
there were.

Texarkana, Tex., has lifted her quaran- 
tine against Atlanta, and tickets are sold 
once more to that city and interior Texas 
poins.

The Charleston News and Courier quotes 
Mr. William Kirby, a prominent merchangé 
of Spartanburg county, as saying that 
Spartanburg is filled with refugees from 
Mobile and New Orleans.

FLEMING CHILD DOING WELL 


Lucase Released—Believed Conditions 
Are Favorable to Modification 
of Alabama Quarantine. 


The furniture and clothing in the house 
at 119 Awburn avenue, in which the Flem- 
ing child has been sick with yellow fever, 
were thoroughly fumigated with formalde- 
hyde gas yesterday afternoon, after which 
the Mobile refugees who have beem quaran- 
tined there were given the freedom of the 
city. 

These people have been confined in the 
house for the past fifteen days and none 
of them have shown any symptoms of ye- 
low ftever. The Fleming child has been 
pronounced as well of the fever amd the 
physicians, therefore, thought it unneces- 
sary to keep the refugees in the house any 
longer. 

H. R. Lucas was released from the deten- 
tion camp yesterday afternoon and al!) his 
effects were given a thorough fumiga- 
tion. The house at 119 Auburn avenue 
will be fumigated again as soon as the 
Fleming child is pronounced well enough 
to leave her bed. 

The Alabama quarantine it not as strict 
now as it was at first. Dr. Sawtelle re- 
ceived a telegram (trom State Health Offi- 
cer W. H. Sanders in answer to one he 
had seast previously stating that Inman, 
Smith & Co. can, so far as the state of 
Alabama is concerned, ship shoes in orig- 
inal packages from Massachusetts and 
unbroken in Atlanta into the state. Be-s 
fore doing so, however, they should ascer- 
tain whether local quarantine authorities 
at points of destimation will extend the 
game privilege.

The announcement, 
however, doubtless had quite an _ effect 
upon the bilding, as the price per share 
did not exceed $15.36. 

The bidding began at $l and was raised 
between Broomhead and Coker 5 and 10 
cents, sometimes the increase on a_ bid 
being 4, to 1 cent. So tedious was the 
bidding and so slow the progress made 
that it required more than an hour in 
which Sheriff Nelms made the sale. 

Each certificate of stock was sold under 
the protest and announcement of the cash- 
ier of the bank that the stock had been 
long since transferred to the bank by 
Cassin in order to add to the security 
he hud previously given for his alleged 
shortage. 

Suburban Property at Outcry. 

Another interesting sale was conducted 
by, Dr. H. L. Wilson, who represented 
the administratrix of the estate of the 
late Perry Humphries.

Northern Division. 


‘Throughout the northern counties 
drought has continued unbroken, and there 
has been almost continuous sunshine, The 
days have been quite warm, but low tem- 
perature has prevailed: at night. Cotten 
picking is progressing uninterruptedty. It 
is opening more rapidly than it can be 
picked.* The staple is very good and white 
and farmers are bending their energies 
toward saving as much of {ft as possible 
before it is injured by rain. The weather 
has been especially favorable for this 
work and gathering corn, but has been 
disastrous to fall gardens, turnips and 
pastures, Corn has been injured by pro- 
tracted drought. Wells and springs are 
drying up and cattle are suffering for 
water in some counties... Pea vines and 
hay crop almost a failure in consequence 
of drought. Fall cabbage and irish pota- 
toes are not at all good. Sorghum making 
is now in progress. The cane is sald to he 
pithy, with but little juice. Rains are bad- 
ly neetled to enable farmers ta piow and 
prepare for seeding. 

middle Division. 

“No rain has fallen in this division dur- 
ing ihe week and growing vegetation is at 
a standstill. Water is sinking in wells and 
streams are very low. Turnips ere parch- 
ing and dying for want of moisture. Cot- 
ton picking has been pushed vigorously 
and more than half the crop has been 
saved. In some coumti@és picking is over. 
Pirders and fleld peas are being gathered. 
Pastures are drying up and cattle on the 
ranges are not looking well. Cotton is 
good in quality but short in yield. The 
dry weather has been most favorable to 
open cotton. Peas are drykig up and the 
crop will be smal. Sugar cane on uplands 
is too short in many Instances to grind, 
while on lowlands it is fairly good. Fall 
gardens are about ruined by protracted 
drought and the turnip crop will be short. 
Corn is being gathered and there will be 
about an average vield. Potatoes are 
fairly good. Rain is now needed to enable 
farmers to prepare land for fall seeding 


Scuthern Division. 


“In the southern division of the state 
the weuther has been somewhat varied 
during the past seven days; in the south- 
eastern counties stormy weather prevailed 
on several days with high northeast 
winds and some rain. These winds caused 
yery high tides, which damaged rice in 
some sections. This division of the state 
has been more favored, so far as rain 
is concerned, than either the micdle or 
northern. Cotton picking continues and 
fi large portion of the crop has been 
saved. The entire crop is open. Corn is 
being gathered and nearly an average 
crop is made. Cane is fair in most sec- 
tions. Pinders are good, but the crop of 
sweet potatoes is short. Turnips are do- 
ing fairly well, but in some localities 
need rain. Pastures are not very good, 
but are much better than in cither of the 
upper divisions of the state. Some farm- 
ers are saving a good crop of hay. 

‘“‘Note.—With this number the issue of 
the weekly bulletin ceases for the present 
season. The publication will be resumed 
in the svring of 189. In behalf of the 
honorable secretary of agriculture. ‘and 
the chief of the weather bureau, the di- 
rector extends his thankKs to each of 
the correspondents who has rendered h'm 
valuable aid in the compilation of the 
bulletins «luring the season just closed, 
and hopes to have their co-operation next 
season. The interest in the bulletin has 
increased rapidly, us is shown by the 
demand for copies from various sections 
of the country. .

It took the brave policeman but 
a moment to decide and he rushed straight 
in front of the maddened steed, Those 
who saw him held their breath, for it seem- 
ed as if he would surely be trampled to 
death. The giant policeman’s tall and 
heavy form came into good service. He 
seized a firm hold on the reins near where 
they were fastened to the bits. It was a 
quick and good catch, and then he began 
to jerk with all his strength at the 
lor fully twenty feet the officer was drag- 
ged, but he never slackened hts hveld as he 
all the while jerked the reins firmly and 
furiously. 

The efforts of the officer to stop the horse 
had the effect of causing the animal to 
turn away from the sidewalk and dash in- 
to the middle of the street. It was but a 
few seconds after he had taken ho!d of 
the reins that the child was safe, but the 
policeman did not stop until he had the 
horse at a standstill stamping and chafing 
at the bits from a mouth flecked with foam. 

Those who witnessed the deed spoke in 
the greatest praise of the officer’s act. Had 
he not done what he did, and done it 
quickly, it is very probable that the child 
would have been run over and doubtless 
killea.
